—The rules for Lb limited departmental 
competitive examination for inclusion in the Select List for 
the Section Officers Grade of the Central Secretariat Service 
to be held by the Union Public Service Commission in 1973 
are published for general information. 

2. The number of persons to be selected for inclusion in 
the Select List will be specified in the Notice issued by the 
Commission. Reservations shall be made for candidates be- 
longing to the Scheduled Casics and the Scheduled Tribes in 
respect of vacancies as may be fixed by the Government. 

Scheduled Casles/Tribcs mean any of the Castes/Tribes 
mentioned in the Constitulion (Scheduled Cantes) Order, 


1950, the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) (Part C States) 
Order, 1951: the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) Order, 
1950, ana the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Part C 
States) Order, 1951, as amended by the Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes Lists (Modification) Order, 1956 
read with the Bombay Reorganisation Act, 1960 and the 
Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1966; the Constitution (Jammu 
and Kashmir) Scheduled Castes Order, 1956 the Constitu- 
tion (Andaman and Nicobar Islands) Scheduled Tribes 
Order, 1959, the Constitution (Dadra and Nagar Haveli)

(i) Any other post, under the Central Government 
including the Union Territory Administrations 
or a State Government, the minimum and the 
maximum of the scale of pay of which were 
not less than rupees 160 and rupees 450 res- 
pectively in the case of a post held prior to 1st 
July 1959 and rupees 210 and rupees 530 res-

Note. — Any permanent or regularly appointed temporary 
officer of the Assistant* Grade of the Central Secretariat Ser- 
vice who joined the Armed Forces during the period of 
operation of the Proclamation of Emergency Issued on 26th 
October, 1962, namely 26th October, 1962. to 9th January.

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period 
by the Commission, from admission lo any examina-

8. Any attempt on the part of a candidate lo obtain sup- 
port for his candidature by any means may disqualify him 
for admission to the examination. 

9. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in Annexure I 
to the Commission’s Nolice. 

10. After the examination, candidates will he arranged by 
the Commission in the order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate; and in 
that order so many candidates as are found by the Commis- 
sion to be qualified by the examination shall be recommended 
for inclusion in the Select List of the Section Officers’ Grade 
up to the required number. 

Provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes 
or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent the number of 
vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and the Schedul- 
ed Tribes cannot be filled on the basis of the general stand- 
ard, be recommended by the Commission by a relaxed 
standard to make up the deficiency in the reserved quota 
subject to the fitness of these candidates for inclusion in 
the Select List for the Section Officers* Grade irrespective of 
their ranks in the order of merit at the examination. 

Note, — Candidates should clearly understand that this is 
a competitive and not a qualifying examination. The number 
of persons to be included in the Select List for the Scclion 
Officers’ Grade on the results of the examination is entirely 
within the competence of Government to decide. No candi- 
date will therefore, have any claim for inclusion in the Select 
List on the basis of his performance in this examination, as a 
matlcr of right. 

1L The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall he decided 
by the Commission in their discretion and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 

12 Success in the examination confers no right to selection 
unless Government are satisfied, after such enquiry as may be 
considered necessary, that the candidate is eligible and suit- 
able in all respects for selection, 

Provided that the decision as to Ineligibility for selection 
in the case of any candidate recommended for selection by 
the Commission shall be taken in consultation with the Com- 
mission, 

13. A candidate, who, after applying for admission _ to the 
examination or after appearing at it, resigns his appointment 
in the Central Secretariat Service, or otherwise quits the 
Service or severs his connection with it, or whose services are 
terminated by his Department, or who is appointed to an ex - 
endre post or to another service on ‘transfer’ and does not 
have a lien in the Assistants’ Grade, will not_ be eligible for 
appointment on the results of this examination. 

This, however, does not apply to an Assistant who has been 
appointed on deputation to an ex-cadre post with the approval 
of the competent authority. 

14. The seniority of candidates who joined the Armed 
Forces during the period of operation of the Proclamation of 
Emergency issued on 26lh October, 1962, namely 26th Octo- 
ber. 1962, to 9th January, 1968 and who could not compete 
at the Section Officers’ Grade T.imited Departmental Compe- 
titive Examinution(s) held during the period of their service 
in the Armed Forces shall be regulated in accordance with 
Ihe special orders issued bv the Government of India in this 
behalf, in case thev are finally recommended for inclusion 
in the Select List for the Section Officers’ Grade on the results 
of the examination.
